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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  the  Town  of  Deering,  N.  H.: 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the 
year  1926-1927  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

For  a  time  previous  to  this  year  we  have  had  five 
schools  in  session.  This  seemed  an  expensive  procedure 
for  so  few  children,  and  a  representative  from  the  State 
Board  of  Education  was  invited  to  meet  with  the  Board 
and  interested  parents  to  discuss  the  situation.  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  conference,  the  school  board  understood  that 
it  was  agreeable  as  well  as  desirable  to  close  the  East 
Deering  School  for  a  time,  but  when  the  schools  opened 
in  the  Pall  a  strong  opposition  to  this  developed  and  the 
Board  decided  to  open  the  school,  at  least  for  the  winter 
term.  When  that  time  arrived  they  decided  to  continue 
it  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  This  represents  a  con- 
dition existing  not  alone  in  Deering,  but  in  all  rural  com- 
munities. If  all  rural  schools  are  kept  open,  the  small 
enrollment  deadens  enthusiasm  and  competition,  and  the 
quality  of  work  suffers.  On  the  other  hand  there  is  a 
strong  feeling  that  closing  rural  schools  causes  a  depre- 
ciation in  the  value  of  the  nearby  farms,  and  works  a 
hardship  on  children  who  are  required  to  go  a  long  dis- 
tance over  what  were  bad  roads,  to  another  school.  We 
hope  this  question  may  be  thoughtfully  considered  and  a 
community  sentiment  arrived  at  which  may  have  a  de- 
gree of  stability.  It  is  easily  seen  that  there  is  no  really 
settled  opinion  in  the  community,  because  the  Board  was 
urgently  requested  to  open  one  rural  school,  and  within 
a  short  time,  as  urgently  requested  to  close  it  again, 
under  the  same  conditions.  The  Board  approaches  this 
question  with  an  open  mind,  and  we  hope  that  soon  we 
may  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  settled  policy. 

Mrs.  Ida  Hart  returned  to  the  Pond  School,  and  Miss 
Ruth  Brown  returned  to  the  Manselville  School.  Miss 
Gladys  Gould,  a  Keene  Normal  graduate,  went  to  the 
West  Deering  School  and  we  had  cadet  teachers  in  the 
North  and  East  Deering  Schools. 
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The  three  regular  teachers  received  $720  per  year 
each,  and  the  cadets  were  recompensed  by  district  send- 
ing to  the  Normal  School  the  sum  of  $612  per  year.  The 
average  salary  paid  was  $676.80,  compared  with  $1006.65, 
which  was  the  average  salary  paid  the  elementary  women 
teachers  throughout  the  State,  indicates  that  we  are  pay- 
ing a  low  salary.  Would  it  not  pay  to  increase  salaries 
and  cut  down  to  a  certain  extent  the  number  of  schools? 

Not  one  of  our  teachers,  this  year,  had  the  highest 
form  of  State  Certificate.  Teachers  are  expected  to  pre- 
pare themselves  for  this  certificate,  and  the  best  way  to 
do  this  is  by  attendance  at  summer  school.  Such  attend- 
ance is  somewhat  expensive  and  I  recommend  that  a 
small  salary  bonus  be  paid  each  teacher  who  attends 
summer  school,  such  bonus  to  be  paid  only  for  the  year 
following  such  attendance.  This  would  encourage  the 
teachers,  and  help  toward  repaying  them  for  the  expense 
incurred.

The  percent  of  attendance  was: — Manselville  97 
percent,  North  94.8  percent.  West  93.1  per  cent,  East  93 
percent,  and  Pond  90.4  percent. 

The  Roll  of  Honor  for  perfect  attendance  is  much 
smaller  than  it  should  be,  and  all  were  from  the  Mansel- 
ville School.  The  pupils  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  were, 
Bibian  Cote,  Alfred  Trottier,  and  Raymond  Mann. 
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The  records  show  35  visits  by  the  members  of  the 
School  Board,  258  by  parents  and  others,  and  90  visits  by 
the  Supt. 

The  Community  Club  gave  a  beautiful  picture  of  Sir 
Galahad,  which  was  presented  as  a  prize  to  the  school 
standing  highest  in  work,  deportment  and  attendance.  It 
was  won  by  the  Manselville  School  and  presented  to  them 
during  the  graduation  exercises  which  were  held  in  the 
Town  Hall  at  the  close  of  the  year.  There  were  so  many 
at  these  exercises  that  many  were  obliged  to  stand,  and 
some  could  not  get  inside  the  Hall.  This  must  not  dis- 
courage attendance,  as  we  hope  they  may  be  held  in  the 
Church  this  year.  The  graduates  were  Hazel  Wood  and 
Frederick  Greene.  They  both  continued  their  education, 
by  entering  High  School  in  the  Pall;  Hazel  went  to  North 
Weare,  and  Frederick  to  Hillsboro.  Albert  Evans,  who 
had  been  in  the  eighth  grade  for  a  part  of  the  year,  went 
abroad  with  his  family  during  the  school  year,  and  so 
attended  school  only  45  days  and  was  not  graduated,  but 
he  studied  during  the  summer  and  passed  the  examina- 
tion for  entrance  to  the  Hillsboro  High  School  and  en- 
tered that  school  in  the  Fall.  Although  we  had  but  two 
eighth  grade  graduates,  we  had  six  enter  high  school  in 
the  Fall.  Marie  Wells  and  John  Holden  were  graduates 
of  the  Hillsboro  Grammar  School.  Leah  Bassett  was  an 
eighth  grade  graduate  when  the  family  moved  here,  but 
they  thought  best  for  her  to  attend  our  eighth  grade  as 
they  came  here  some  time  after  the  opening  of  school, 
and  she  also  entered  Hillsboro  High  in  the  F'all.  The 
other  three  have  been  accounted  for. 

We  thank  the  teachers  for  their  faithful  work,  and 
the  parents  for  their  interest  as  shown  by  visits  to  the 
schools,  attendance  at  special  exercises  and  graduation, 
the  prize  given  by  the  Community  Club,  and  in  many 
other  ways.
